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\To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  Medical  Officer  to  the  Education  Committee,  I  have  the 
honour  to  submit  my  twentieth  Annual  Report.  This  document 
is  the  forty-third  in  the  series  which  deals  with  the  work  of  medical 
inspection,  treatment,  and  the  physical  condition  of  children 
attending  schools  in  the  County  Borough  of  Southampton. 

On  the  28th  January  of  this  year.  Dr.  Stephen  Taylor,  M.P., 
Parliamentary  Private  Secretary  to  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council, 
officially  opened  the  Swaythling  Health  Clinic.  This  clinic  serves 
Swaythling  and  the  adjacent  area.  Dr.  M.  Lebermann  was  appointed 
Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  on  the  27th  February,  1950 
and  began  to  conduct  clinics  at  this  centre  as  from  that  date. 
Facilities  are  available  for  treatment  of  skin  and  minor  ailments 
and  for  general  inspections,  together  with  diphtheria  immunisation, 
for  children  attending  schools  within  this  area,  thus  avoiding  a 
long  journey  to  the  King’s  Park  Road  clinic.  Accommodation 
is  available  for  dental  treatment  at  this  clinic  although  owing  to 
the  serious  lack  of  school  dental  officers,  this  part  of  the  clinic 
has  not  yet  been  used. 

The  routine  medical  inspection  of  children  attending 
Southampton  schools  proceeded  favourably  during  the  year, 
there  being  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  children  examined. 
The  total  number  ol  children  who  received  routine  examination 
during  the  year  was  7,250  as  compared  with  4,784  for  the  previous 
year.  The  inspection  of  the  junior  schools  postponed  from  the 
previous  year  was  concentrated  upon  at  the  beginning  of  1950, 
but  although  more  children  were  seen  by  the  assistant  school  medical 
Dfficers,  the  inspection  of  certain  primary  schools  was  not  carried 
Dut.  However,  it  is  hoped  that  the  coming  year  will  show  a  greater 
mprovement  in  this  direction.  Children  found  at  routine 
examination  to  be  in  need  of  treatment  or  observation  were  seen 
It  subsequent  re-inspections. 
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It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  head  uncleanliness  is  less  frequently 
seen.  78,066  examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  health  visitors 
and  668  cleansing  notices  were  issued  excluding  children  from 
school.  Detailed  statistics  concerning  this  branch  of  the  work 
will  be  found  on  page  12.  Routine  cleanliness  examinations  were 
arranged  to  take  place  at  the  commencement  of  each  term,  and 
all  children  in  attendance  were  examined  by  the  health  visitors. 
All  children  found  infested  with  nits  or  vermin  are  given  a  Form 
H.C.2  excluding  them  from  school  for  twenty-four  hours  and 
giving  advice  as  to  the  correct  treatment.  Parents  are  instructed 
to  send  children  to  the  school  clinic  for  final  inspection. 

Remedial  exercise  centres  established  at  schools  number 
twenty-one,  including  the  five  grammar  schools.  The  work  at  these 
centres  is  supervised  by  the  Physical  Training  Organiser  whose 
report  is  printed  on  page  32. 

The  artificial  sunlight  clinics  experienced  some  difficulty 
as  the  winter  months  approached,  due  to  electricity  “load  shedding.” 
The  changing  of  the  times  of  these  clinics  improved  matters,  but 
Oatlands  House  sunlight  clinic  had  to  be  cancelled  owing  to 
excessive  reduction  of  mains  voltage. 

Medical  examination  of  pre-school  children  attending  the 
day  nurseries  was  carried  out  by  assistant  school  medical  officers 
at  intervals  of  approximately  three  months  ;  children  found  to 
require  treatment  are  referred  either  to  private  practitioners  or 
to  appropriate  clinics  where  full  facilities  are  available. 

A  decrease  is  recorded  in  the  number  of  school  meals  served 
and  the  quantity  of  milk  supplied  to  children  at  school  during 
1950.  Of  the  1,726,516  meals  consumed  by  children  in  school 
344,654  were  supplied  free.  The  consumption  of  milk  was  4,283,879 
thirds  of  a  pint,  supplied  free  of  charge.  Detailed  statistics 
concerning  the  provision  of  meals,  the  consumption  of  milk, 
and  the  supply  of  cod  liver  oil  and  malt,  will  be  found  on 
page  38. 

In  March,  the  major  orthopaedic  clinic  was  transferred  to 
the  Royal  South  Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital,  under  the 
control  of  the  Lord  Mayor  Treloar’s  Hospital  Management 
Committee.  Cases  are  referred  to  this  clinic  from  the  minor 
orthopaedic  clinic  by  the  Senior  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer 
who  is  also  in  attendance  at  the  hospital  clinic. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic 
during  the  year.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  falling  off  in 
the  numbers  referred,  and  it  appears  that  additional  time  is  required 
for  diagnostic  and  consultative  work.  Mrs.  E.  C.  Ellingham  waS' 
appointed  lay  therapist  in  this  department  on  the  27th  March,  1951. 
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The  position  in  the  Dental  Service  remained  the  same  this 
|/ear  with  only  one  dental  officer  on  the  staff.  The  dental  clinics 
at  Oatlands  House  and  Sydney  House  as  well  as  Swaythling 
remained  closed.  Dr.  W.  L.  M.  Bigby  continued  to  attend  the 
dental  clinic  at  Cardigan  Road  twice  weekly  as  anaesthetist. 

A  branch  clinic  was  opened  in  October  on  the  Common. 
The  Housing  Department  arranged  for  a  Nissen  hut  to  be  used 
for  this  purpose.  A  health  visitor  attends  the  clinic  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  minor  ailments  and  minor  skin  conditions.  There  are 
now  five  branch  clinics  in  operation  throughout  the  town,  and 
these  serve  a  very  useful  purpose  in  dealing  with  minor  conditions 
in  the  schools,  and  so  minimising  the  loss  of  schooling. 

Bitterne  Park  clinic  is  at  present  being  built  on  a  site  in  Thorold 
Road,  and  will  probably  be  opened  during  the  latter  part  of  1951. 

The  speech  clinic  ceased  to  operate  when  Mr.  A.  P.  Tolfree 
resigned  the  post  of  part-time  speech  therapist  on  the  23rd  February, 
1950.  Attempts  have  been  made  to  fill  this  vacancy,  so  far  without 
success. 

Dr.  J.  Griffin,  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer,  resigned 
her  position  on  the  31st  July,  1950.  Her  position  was  not  filled 
before  the  end  of  the  year. 

As  expected  a  further  six  health  visitors  were  appointed 
this  year,  under  the  health  visitors’  training  scheme.  In  addition 
to  these  another  health  visitor  was  engaged,  bringing  the  total  up 
to  eighteen,  including  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor. 

As  the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  combined  with 
those  of  Medical  Officer  to  the  Education  Committee,  the  work 
of  the  two  services  is  readily  co-ordinated. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  again  my  gratitude 
and  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  School 
Clinic  (Joint)  Sub-Committee  for  the  support  and  encouragement 
which  I  have  received  at 'all  times. 

To  the  officers  of  the  Education  Department,  the  National 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  the  hospitals 
and  the  teachers,  I  also  wish  to  convey  my  thanks  for  their  co¬ 
operation  and  valuable  assistance. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  medical,  nursing  and  clerical  staffs  for  the  willing 
and  conscientious  work  carried  out  by  them  during  the  year.

CLEANLINESS 


The  health  visitors  have  continued  to  carry  out  the  periodic 
cleanliness  examinations  of  all  the  children  attending  school. 
As  a  result  of  78,066  examinations,  668  cleansing  notices  were 
issued  (Section  54(2),  Education  Act,  1944)  necessitating  ex¬ 
clusion  from  school.  All  related  to  infestation  with  head  lice. 
604  individual  children  were  concerned,  some  being  found  infested 
more  than  once  during  the  year. 

In  Southampton,  facilities  are  provided  at  the  school  clinics 
for  the  cleansing  of  children  found  infested.  The  following  details

INSPECTION  CLINIC 


This  clinic  continues  to  be  well  attended,  and  parents  bring 
or  send  their  children  to  the  clinic  for  a  variety  of  ailments.  Debility, 
enuresis,  minor  injuries,  chronic  bronchitis  and  skin  conditions 
are  the  more  common  ailments. 

A  great  success  has  been  achieved  from  the  sending  of  selected 
cases  to  Wedges  School,  Itchingfield,  near  Horsham,  Sussex,  and 
all  available  vacancies  are  readily  filled. 


SKIN  CLINICS 

The  incidence  of  scabies  and  impetigo  once  again  remained  at 
a  low  level.  The  number  of  cases  of  ringworm  shows  a  small  increase, 
including  cases  of  head  infection.  Immediate  treatment  was  given, 
'  and  no  serious  spread  of  this  disease  has  become  manifest. 

Plantar  warts  were  no  more  numerous  than  previously,  and 
whilst  treatment  has  been  of  lengthy  duration,  this  has  been  fairly 
satisfactory. 
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SPtECH  CLINIC 


Children  recommended  for  speech  therapy  are  examined  by 
!.he  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Surgeon  and  where  benefit  is  likely  to  be 
obtained,  are  referred  to  the  Speech  Therapist.  However,  owing  to 
!he  resignation  of  the  Speech  Therapist  in  February,  and  the  fact 
|.hat  it  has  not  been  possible  to  obtain  the  services  of  another 
Speech  Therapist,  this  treatment  has  not  been  available.

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RHEUMATISM  AND  HEART  CLiNIC 

Most  children  attending  this  clinic  suffer  from  chorea  and 
growing  pains.  Acute  rheumatism  continues  to  be  very  uncommon. 

Most  of  the  heart  cases  are  of  a  congenital  or  functional 
nature.  Again  this  year,  new  cases  were  assessed,  and  old 
cases  kept  under  observation,  in  order  that  the  children  could 
take  as  large  a  part  in  normal  school  life,  work  or  play,  as  is 
compatible  with  their  comfort  and  well-being.

REPORT  ON  THE  SCHOOL  CLINICS  HELD  AT  OATLANDS 

HOUSE  CLINIC 

All  clinics  held  at  Oatlands  House  proceeded  satisfactorily 
during  the  year,  although  electricity  “load  shedding”  interfered 
[with  the  artificial  sunlight  apparatus  and  the  heating  arrangements 
to  such  an  extent  that  treatment  had  to  be  suspended  during 
'  December. 

Full  use  was  made  of  all  specialist  clinics,  and  the  Children’s 
Hospital  has,  as  always,  been  most  helpful. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  attendances  at  the  skin 
iclinic,  but  very  few  cases  of  scabies  have  been  seen.  Impetigo 
has  been  of  a  mild  character,  and  cases  were  infrequent.  Verruca 
infections  of  the  feet  were  troublesome  because  of  the  prolonged 
treatment  required  in  most  cases. 
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REPORT  ON  THE  SCHOOL  CLINICS  HELD  AT  SYDNEY 

HOUSE  CLINIC 

The  work  of  the  Skin  and  Inspection  clinics  for  school  children 
continued  satisfactorily  until  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  when  for 
some  months  no  inspection  clinics  could  be  held  owing  to  reduction 
in  the  numbers  of  medical  officers  available.  The  popularity  of 
the  clinics  can  perhaps  be  assessed  by  the  fact  that  within  a  week 
of  their  being  recommenced  attendances  rose  to  40  or  50  per  session. 
The  cases  attending  varied  from  negligible  grazes  to  florid  anterior 
poliomyelitis.  On  the  whole,  however,  the  bulk  consisted  as  usual 
of  upper  respiratory  infections,  bronchitis,  enuresis  and  other 
nervous  manifestations,  general  debility,  minor  orthopaedic  defects 
and  skin  complaints  of  all  kinds,  including  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  an  outbreak  of  ringworm  of  both  body  and  head. 

Full  use  has  been  made  of  the  various  ancillary  services. 
The  Sunlight  clinic  has  been  kept  busy,  with  satisfactory  results, 
although  it  had  to  stop  for  a  period  in  December  as  the  majority  of 
children  attending  became  involved  in  the  widespread  measles 
epidemic.  Children  have  also  been  referred  for  further  treatment 
or  advice  to  the  Chest,  minor  Orthopaedic,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
and  Eye  clinics.  The  Child  Guidance  clinic  has  again  been  most 
helpful,  although  an  effort  is  alv>^ays  made  to  treat  some  cases 
and  especially  all  enuresis  cases  —  before  referring  them,  to  avoid 
overloading  their  large  waiting  list.

j  Since  the  opening  of  the  Swaythling  Health  clinic  to  the  public 
on  the  27th  February,  1950  there  has  been  a  steady  and  progressive 
increase  in  numbers  of  school  children  attending  this  clinic.  Many 
were  accompanied  by  parents,  although  a  large  number  arrived  on 
their  own  having  been  referred  by  the  head  teachers  or  by  parents. 
In  most  cases  the  treatmenf  and  observation  extended  over  a 
I  considerable  period  of  time  and  proved  on  the  whole  most 
I  satisfactory  and  successful. 

^  Altogether  many  hundreds  of  school  children  attended  and 
j  received  treatment  at  this  clinic  during  its  ten  months  existence 
I  in  1950.  Amongst  these  a  great  variety  of  conditions  were  in- 
'  vestigated  and  treated. 

The  majority  of  children  attended  the  clinic  for  chest  conditions 
such  as  bronchitis  or  suspected  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  In  many 
cases  X-ray  investigations  were  used  to  confirm  or  clarify  the 
diagnosis.  A  few  were  subsequently  referred  to  the  Chest  clinic. 
Other  ailments  for  which  advice  and  treatment  were  sought  included 
condiO'ons  of  general  and  nervous  debility,  deficiencies  of  various 
vitamins,  digestive  disturbances  and  upsets,  quite  a  few  cases  of 
threadworm  infestation  and  ear,  nose  and  throat  trouble,  a 
fair  proportion  of  which  presented  acute  otitis  media.  The  use  of 
Procaine  Penicillin  in  combination  with  local  treatment  was  followed 
by  dramatic  improvement  and  cure  in  the  latter  condition. 
Some  were  referred  to  the  specialist  clinic,  particularly  children 
presenting  large  tonsils  and  adenoids.  Furthermore  ma.ny  children 
presented  some  degree  ot  anaemia,  loss  of  weight,  recurrent  colds, 
and  headaches,  but  derived  considerable  benefit  from  the  use  of  the 
ultra  violet  light  in  combination  with  tonics. 

A  great  variety  of  skin  conditions  was  seen  and  treated  such  as 
ringworm,  impetigo,  eczema,  psoriasis,  chilblains,  verrucas,  boils, 
acne,  and  various  forms  of  dermatitis. 

A  number  of  orthopaedic  conditions  and  cases  of  bone  injuries 
were  seen  at  the  clinic  and  referred  to  the  minor  Orthopaedic 
clinic  and  the  Children’s  Hospital. 

Cases  of  enuresis  were  also  treated  in  this  clinic  and  the  results 
have  been  most  satisfactory.  The  majority  were  either  cured  or 
greatly  improved.  The  only  two  who  did  not  respond  to  treatment 
were  referred  to  the  Child  Guidance  clinic  for  special  psychological 
treatment. 
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On  the  whole  the  benefits  derived  by  the  children  and  the 
appreciation  shown  by  the  parents  and  members  of  the  teaching 
staffs  have  been  most  encouraging  and  gratifying.  The  children 
themselves  seemed  to  love  coming  to  the  clinic  and  had  soon  gained 
full  confidence.  The  co-operation  shown  by  all  the  specialist  clinics 
and  the  consultants  to  whom  children  were  referred  has  been 
excellent  throughout. 


ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT  CLINICS 

Facilities  for  this  treatment  are  now  available  at  four  centres, 
King’s  Park  Road,  Sydney  House,  Oatlands  House  and  Swaythling. 
The  latter  commencing  to  operate  when  the  Swaythling  Health 
Clinic  was  opened  in  February. 

Electricity  “  load  shedding  ”  has  again  interfered  with  treatment, 
but  by  re-arrangement  of  the  times  and  days  of  clinics,  it  has  been 
possible  to  overcome  this  in  some  respects.  No  other  technical 
difficulties  of  any  note  have  arisen.

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA 


This  Local  Authority  continued  during  the  year  1950  to 
collaborate  with  the  Medical  Research  Council  in  the  investigation 
of  the  value  of  the  new  diphtheria  prophylactics  —  P.T.A.P.  and 
P.A.P.T,  One  child  in  five  was  “  followed  up,”  visits  being  made 
48  hours  after  inoculation,  again  after  14  days  and  once  monthly 
for  six  months.  Forms  for  recording  reactions  and  illnesses  were 
completed  for  each  child  “  followed  up,”  but  no  serious  reactions 
or  illnesses  occurred  during  the  year.  The  arrangements  for 
diphtheria  immunisation  at  the  health  centres  remained  unchanged. 

It  was  decided  to  postpone  the  publicity  campaign  this  year  in 
view  of  the  poliomyelitis  epidemic  which  prevailed  for  some  time 
in  various  parts  of  the  country. 

A  total  of  1,893  children  completed  a  course  of  primary 
immunisation  during  the  year,  943  cases  being  dealt  with  at  the 
various  municipal  clinics  and  950  being  treated  by  private 
practitioners.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  figures  for  1950  show  a 
decrease  as  compared  with  1949,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  absence  of  a 
publicity  campaign  in  1950. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  although  the  number  of 
immunisations  at  the  municipal  clinics  decreased  the  number 
treated  by  private  practitioners  rose. 


Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough 

Facilities  for  immunisation  against  whooping  cough  are 
available  at  municipal  clinics  for  children  whose  parents  wish  to 
avail  themselves  of  this  treatment.

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DENTAL  SERVICE 


During  the  year,  the  school  dental  staff  consisted  of  only  one 
dental  officer.  As  a  result  the  dental  clinics  at  Sydney  House, 
Oatlands  House  and  Swaythling  remained  closed  throughout 
the  year,  all  patients  being  treated  at  the  Cardigan  Road  dental 
clinic. 

Treatment  is  still  restricted  to  children  suffering  from  pain 
and  sepsis,  and  urgent  orthodontic  conditions. 
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CHILD  GUIDANCE  CLINIC 

During  1950  there  was  a  further  increase  in  the  number  of 
children  referred  to  the  clinic,  with  doctors,  teachers  and  parents 
heading  the  list  of  sources  of  referral,  as  in  previous  years.  There 
has  also  been  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  treatment  given,  owing 
to  the  appointment  of  a  Lay  Therapist  in  March,  but  two 'further 
sessions  weekly  are  urgently  required  for  diagnostic  and  consultative 
work  by  the  Psychiatrist,  as  there  is  no  reason  to  expect  a  falling 
off  in  numbers  referred  in  the  future. 

Psychiatric  Social  Work. 

The  case  load  now  carried  at  the  child  guidance  clinic  is 
such  as  to  require  at  least  two  full-time  Psychiatric  Social  Workers. 
In  child  guidance,  it  is  necessary  for  the  parent  to  be  seen  by  the 
Psychiatric  Social  Worker  while  the  child  is  seen  by  one  of  the 
therapists,  so  that  she  may  interpret  the  family  background  and 
attitudes  against  which  the  child’s  difficulties  occur,  to  the  therapist, 
and  the  therapist’s  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  parent! 
As  there  is  no  second  Psychiatric  Social  Worker,  it  has  meant  {a) 
that  the  activities  of  the  therapists  have  unfortunately  been  curtailed, 
{b)  that  home  visits,  very  important,  but  at  present  too  time- 
consuming,  have  decreased,  (c)  that  outside  contacts  with  other 
social  agencies,^  which  are  normally  an  essential  part  of  the  Psychiatric 
Social  Worker’s  function,  have  been  regrettably  restricted.

These  tests  were  given  in  2  Infants’,  10  Junior,  and  4  Secondary 
Modern  schools. 

The  Psychologists  spent,  between  them,  four  days  each  week 
working  in  the  schools.  Individual  intelligence  and  attainment 
tests  were  given  to  children  referred  by  the  head  teachers.  Some 
of  these  children  showed  behaviour  difficulties,  and  the  majority 
were  backward  in  attainment.  Advice  was  given  on  the  handling 
and  teaching  of  these  children.  About  10%  were  referred  to  the 
child  guidance  clinic  for  further  investigation. 

Eleven  special  classes  are  visited  periodically. 

A  course  was  held  for  Primary  School  teachers  on  the  diagnostic 
testing  of  backward  children.  A  total  of  47  lectures  and  seminars 
was  given  in  the  clinic. 

Preventive  Work,  Lectures,  etc. 

During  1950,  23  lectures,  in  all,  have  been  given  by  members 
of  the  child  guidance  team  to  teachers,  hospital  sisters,  social 
science  students,  nursery  nurses  and  parents,  and  an  evening  course 
was  held  at  the  Institute  of  Education. 

Apart  from  the  cases  disposed  of  in  one  way  and  another,  there 
are  148  receiving  treatment  at  present,  and  about  100  waiting  to  be 
seen.  Generally  speaking,  the  enthusiasm  shown  for  the  work  at 
the  clinic  and  in  the  schools  has  been  most  encouraging  this  year, 
but  to  maintain  this,  additional  psychiatric  sessions,  a  second 
Psychiatric  Social  Worker,  and  further  clerical  help  will  be  essential.

The  position  as  regards  the  waiting  list  for  consultation  at  this 
clinic  was  unsatisfactory  early  in  the  year  but  this  has  been  brought 
down  to  a  matter  of  days. 

The  waiting  period  for  admission  to  hospital  for  operation 
is  lengthened  as  a  result  of  centralisation  of  beds  in  the  Borough 
General  Hospital.  At  one  time  it  was  possible  to  devote  two  operating 
sessions  a  week  to  cases  from  King’s  Park  Road  but  as  a  result  of 
the  closure  of  certain  beds  at  the  Children’s  Hospital,  this  was  no 
longer  possible  as  the  E.N.T.  Surgeon  has  to  deal,  in  addition,  with 
a  long  Royal  South  Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital  waiting 
list  in  the  available  operating  times.  On  the  whole,  however, 
compared  with  other  towns,  this  is  quite  good,  the  period  of  waiting 
being  between  three  and  four  months.

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ORTHOPAEDIC  CLINIC 


Reference  was  made  in  my  report  for  1949  to  the  arrangements 
ibeing  made  for  the  transfer  of  the  major  orthopaedic  clinic  to 
ithe  Royal  South  Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital.  The  transfer 
itook  place  in  March,  and  this  clinic  now  comes  within  the  juris- 
idiction  of  Lord  Mayor  Treloar’s  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Minor  orthopaedic  clinics  are  held  once  a  week,  and  are 
[conducted  by  the  Senior  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer,  who 
lalso  is  in  attendance  at  the  major  clinic.  All  orthopaedic  cases 
lare  seen  at  the  minor  clinic,  and  are  referred  from  there  to  the 
imajor  clinic,  if  this  is  found  necessary.  As  the  Senior  Assistant 
[School  Medical  Officer  is  also  in  attendance  at  the  major  clinics, 
it  will  be  realized  that  there  is  a  very  close  liaison.  This  arrangement 
is  proving  to  be  very  satisfactory  and  indeed  it  would  be  very 
difficult  to  carry  out  an  efficient  service  without  this  co-operation. 

Remedial  classes  at  the  schools  have  proved  to  be  of  great 
value,  and  those  in  attendance  come  under  regular  supervision.

School  Remedial  Exercise  Centres 

REPORT  OF  THE  PHYSICAL  TRAINING  ORGANISER 

The  twenty-one  remedial  centres  have  been  working  successfully 
this  year.  Owing  to  building  operations  one  centre  was  temporarily 
closed,  but  will  be  re-opening  in  1951. 

A  large  number  of  children  have  been  discharged  from  the 
classes  to  make  room  for  those  on  the  waiting  list.  The  two  classes 
run  at  the  Health  Centre  by  Miss  Batson  for  individual  exercises 
have  been  most  successful.  It  is  of  great  benefit  to  the  centres 
that  really  stubborn  and  difficult  cases  can  be  sent  there  for  a  period, 
joining  the  ordinary  centres  later. 

Owing  to  the  illness  of  Dr.  Greenfield,  only  one  visit  was 
made  to  the  centres  for  examination  of  the  children,  instead  of 
the  usual  two  visits  a  year.  It  is  hoped  to  resume  the  twice  yearly 
visits  in  1951. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  the  matter  of  school  hall  floor 
surfaces,  which  have  been  in  the  past  one  of  the  great  difficulties . 
Mr.  Tosswill,  the  Works  Superintendent,  has  found  a  method 
of  treating  wooden  floors  which  most  effectively  prevents  splintering 
and  gives  a  smooth  and  easily  cleaned  surface.  Arrangements 
are  being  made  for  all  wooden  floors  in  halls  to  be  treated  by  this 

method. 

It  is  realised  that  in  the  school  physical  training  lessons  there 
is  a  lack  of  climbing  and  hanging  facilities.  It  is  obvious  from 
the  number  of  children  suffering  from  weak  shoulder,  girdle  and 
arm  muscles,  stiff  spines  and  weak  abdomens  that  stronger  work 
involving  hanging,  pulling,  turning  and  twisting  is  needed.  Gradual 
equipping  of  all  infants’  and  junior  schools  is  being  made  with 
indoor  or  outdoor  climbing  apparatus,  and  in  some  cases  with 
both.  Some  two  thirds  of  the  infants’  and  junior  schools  are  already 
thus  equipped. 

In  the  secondary  modern  schools,  provision  has  been  made 
for  wall  bars  to  be  erected  in  the  halls,  so  that  all  children  attending 
those  schools  will  now  have  facilities  for  strong  hanging  and  heaving 
exercises. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  provision  of  this  climbing  and  hanging 
gymnastic  equipment  will  have  the  effect  of  preventing  much  of  the 
faulty  posture,  and  thus  lessen  the  number  of  children  who  need 
special  treatment.

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Specialist  services  in  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  clinic  were 
:  again  provided  by  the  South  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital 
I  Board.  During  the  year  the  Board  also  became  responsible  for 
providing  the  services  of  the  psychiatrist  in  the  Child  Guidance 
clinic.  Mention  is  made  elsewhere  in  the  report  of  the  changes 
in  administration  of  the  Orthopaedic  clinic.  This  is  now  administered 
by  the  Lord  Mayor  Treloar’s  Hospital  on  behalf  of  the  Board. 

The  arrangements  for  providing  the  services  of  an  ophthalmic 
surgeon  in  the  school  clinics  remained  unaltered,  and  the  Local 
Education  Authority  paid  the  specialist’s  sessional  fee,  claiming 
from  the  Supplementary  Ophthalmic  Service  of  the  Local  Executive 
Council  according  to  the  number  of  refractions  performed.  There 
was  during  the  year  less  delay  than  formerly  in  the  provision  of 
spectacles  for  school  children. 

Only  one  dental  officer  remained  with  the  Local  Authority  and 
the  School  Dental  Service  was  again  unable  to  cope  with  the  major 
part  of  the  dental  care  required  by  the  school  population.

The  following  information  has  been  extracted  from  the  Annual 
I  Report  on  the  Summer  School  for  the  year  1950. 

I  This  ye^ar  the  Summ.er  School  commenced  its  13th  season  when 
It  re-opened  on  1st  May.  When  the  school  closed  on  13th  October 
I  495  children  had  attended  from  nineteen  different  schools  in 
Southampton.  243  boys  came  from  eight  schools  and  252  girls 
from  eleven  schools.  All  these  children  had  been  selected  by  the 
ead  teachers  as  being  those  who  were  most  likely  to  derive 
immediate  benefit  from  a  spell  of  open  air  life  by  the  sea  and  who 
by  force  of  circumistances  would  be  unlikely  to  have  a  holiday 
away  from  their  homes  during  the  summer  vacation. 

fh  syllabus  has  been  such  as  to  insure  that 

benefit  from  lessons  taken  out-of-doors.  Thus,  biology  is  the 
chief  subject  taught.  Simple  surveying  and  local  geography 
I  are  co-related  as  far  as  possible  and  local  history  and  some 
I  dementary  knowledge  of  architecture  also  appear  in  the  curriculum. 

I  Of  course  organised  games  play  a  large  part,  with  swimming 
:  lessons,  and  every  advantage  is  taken  of  suitable  tides.  Regular 
visits  of  an  educational  nature  have  been  made  to  Titchfield  Abbev 
and  the  nurseries  at  Stubbington  have  again  been  open  for  ou^ 

I  Each  party  of  boys  was  in  turn  admitted  to  the  Royal 

Naval  Headquarters  of  the  Fleet  Air  Arm  at  Lee,  where  the  bovs 

The  weather  was,  except  for  one  fortnight  in  early  June  the 
worst  experienced  as  yet,  which  meant  that  indoor  games  were 
much  more  in  dernand  than  usual.  The  new  film  projector  was 
found  to  be  a  useful  adjunct  m  this  respect,  although  only  silent  films 
could  be  shown.  But,  strange  to  relate,  the  old  time  comedians  of  the 

silent  days  were  greatly  appreciated  by  the  children  and  were  in 
much  demand. 

A  I!*®  f  Education  Officer,  together  with  the  Deputy 
and  M.  J.  Hearley,  Esq.  (H.M.l.)  spent  a  morning  and  afternoon 
with  us  one  day  in  July  inspecting  the  school  and  some  satisfaction 
was  expressed  by  them  at  the  progress  made  since  the  school  was 
re-commenced  after  the  war  years. 

This  year  the  arrangements  for  staffing  the  school  worked  very 

well  indeed  and  it  is  sure  that  both  the  general  efficiency  and  the 

educational  work  of  the  school  haye  been  much  improyed 

through  I  avmg  two  permanent  staff.  Miss  E.  E.  Sleep  has  once  again 

been  one  of  the  volunteers  for  this  duty  and  Mr.  G.  Hunt  has  been  the 
Other. 
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This  arrangement  whereby  the  teaching  staff  is  made  up  of 
two  permanent  and  two  visiting  teachers  works  J,"  • 

and  it  is  thought  that  it  cannot  be  bettered  under  the  conditio 
existing  at  the®  moment.  It  is  desired  to  express  appreciation  of 
the  long  hours  of  work  put  in  by  the  two  staff  named  above,  and 
it  is  nleasing  to  recall  also,  the  keenness  of  all  the  visiting  teachers 
whose  willingness  to  co-operate  in  every  way  has  at  all  times  been 

most  marked. 

Mr  T  J  Powdrill,  our  Cook-Caterer,  has  again  had  the  lask 
of  feeding'  us  and  the  high  standard  set  in  the  past  has  been 

maintained.  Catering,  whether  it  is  on  a  large  aVt’^f  anrvalue 
not  very  easy  these  days  and  to  produce  a  varied  met  of  any  %alue 
is  difficult  The  results  experienced  however,  have  been  mosi 
satisf"y  and  general  pleasure  has  been  expressed  at  the  excellence 
of  the  meals  served.  Mr.  Powdrill  was  able  to  move  into  his  new 
living  quarters  this  year,  and  so  a  long-felt  want  has  at  last 
matenalised  The  accommodation  now  provided  is  ample  and 
^pems  to  be  most  comfortable.  It  is  clear  that  a  very  good  job 
of  work  has  been  done  by  all  concerned,  Borough  Architects  and 

Builders  alike. 

While  on  the  subject  of  “  Works  and  Bricks  it  gives  no 

pleasure  to  report  that  the  school  is  still  not  /'jf  , '"'J'" 
and  no  flush  lavatories  have  as  yet  been  installed  (reports  to 
Seasons  ’47  ’48  and  ’49  refer).  This  is  considered  to  be  a  very 
serious  drawback  requiring  immediate  attention  by  the  departments 

concerned. 

The  general  health  of  the  school,  however,  has  been  very 
good.  A  few  coughs  made  themselves  apparent  —  it  was  a  very 
bad  summer  —  and  one  mild  case  of  chicken  pox  was  the  sum 
total  of  our  ailments.  But  there  was  a  certain  amount  of  constipation 
and  of  this  more  than  usual.  (Have  the  Elsan  s  anything  to 
with  this  V  Children  are  generally  shy  at  first  of  strange  lavatory 
arrangements  and  this  fact,  together  with  all  the  disadvantages 
of  an  Elsan,  may  have  some  bearing  on  this  vexed  question). 

Miss  B.  C.  Barr,  S.R.N.  joined  the  staff  this  year  as  our  Rcf'dcnt 
Nurse  and  at  once  adapted  herself  to  the  Summer  School  way 
of  life  ”  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  tne  school  has  bee 
most  fortunate  in  the  appointment  of  Miss  who  has  been 

most  conscientious  in  the  performance  of  her  duties  and  at  the 
same  time  has  taken  a  keen  interest  m  the  corporate  life  of  the 
school.  Dr.  H.  M.  Weir  of  Lee-on-Solent  has  again  been  our 
visiting  M  O  and  as  in  the  past  his  attention  to  our  calls  has  been 
mosl  prompt  and  the  kindly  interest  which  he  has  always  shown  is 

much  appreciated. 
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Cases  of  homesickness  this  year  have  been  very  few  and  far 
i  between  and  only  two  girls  returned  home.  One  was  very  poorly 
I  anyhow,  and  home  was  probably  the  best  place  for  her  as  her  visit 
I  corresponded  with  one  of  the  worst  weeks  of  weather  we  had.  It  is 
I  worth  recording  that  it  has  been  discovered  in  some  instances  that 
I  the  child  concerned  has  not  heard  from  its  parents  at  all.  Some 
:  parents  just  do  not  bother  to  \vi'ite  or  to  answer  the  letters  which 
I  they  receive.  When  this  happens  the  child  naturally  becomes 
[despondent  and  homesick,  imagining  that  all  sorts  of  things  have 
[gone  wrong  at  home  during  its  absence. 

I  We  were  brighter  inside  the  school  this  year  than  the  weather 
was  without  !  All  the  dormitories  had  been  redecorated  during 
the  winter  months,  together  with  the  recreation  and  dining  rooms. 

I  This  was  a  great  improvement.  Great  care  has  been  taken  to  keep 
(the  paintwork  clean  and  on  the  whole  with  success.  The  furnishing 
;of  the  recreation  room  has  advanced  another  stage  with  the 
[addition  of  more  arm  chairs  and  rugs  and  a  new  stove  of  modern 
design  and  performance.  At  the  end  of  the  season,  some  new 
curtains  were  made  from  material  we  had  in  hand  (the  old  lavatory 
screen  curtains  of  the  ’36,  ’37  years  to  be  exact  !)  and  the  final 
[appearance,  when  the  floor  is  stained,  should  be  most  pleasing. 

Miss  Sleep  has  taken  great  interest  in  all  these  little  improvements _ 

imaking  the  new  curtains,  etc.  —  and  has  at  all  times  been  most 
lunselfish,  putting  the  school  first  and  herself  last. 

An  experiment  was  tried  too,  when  a  quarter  of  an  acre  was 
^ploughed  up  and  5  cwt.  of  seed  potatoes  planted.  To  our  amazement 
ivery  little  wire  worm  was  experienced  and  we  had  a  crop  of  one 
land  a  quarter  tons  —  digging  the  potatoes  as  we  required  them. 
This  little  endeavour  to  be  self-supporting  will  be  repeated  next 
year  and  some  rhubarb  is  going  in  as  well  ! 

The  potentialities  of  the  Summer  School  are  great,  and  when 
we  no  longer  have  our  bete-noir,  the  Elsan,  with  us,"it  will  go  ahead 

in  a  manner  which  should  amply  repay  all  those  who  have  its  interest 
at  heart.
